Almost a Bethel Boy. 

Perhaps all of our readers may 
not know that Grover Flint of 
Cambridge, Mass., whose testimo¬ 
ny before the United States Senate 
committee on the Philippines in 
Washington concerning the “wa¬ 
ter cure” has caused something of 
a sensation, is a grandson of Dr. 
John Grover, who practiced medi¬ 
cine iu this village, and is well-re¬ 
membered by the older residents. 

Mr. Fliut is the sou of the late 
Gen, Cuvier Grover, who was born 
in Bethel, and his record of actual 
service With Cuban insurgents, 
published in 1898 under the title' 
“Marching With Gomez,” has met, 
with notable success. The boy 
changed his name from Flint Gro¬ 
ver to its present form after the 
death of his father, and His adop¬ 
tion by his maternal grandfather, 
the late Austin Flint of New York. 

Born in an ambulance on the 
western plains, a graduate in the . 
class of 1888 at Harvard, an at¬ 
tache for a time of the United 
States legation at Madrid, a war 
correspondent for the New York 
Journal, and a major on tho staff of 
Gomez, young Flint has filled his 
few days full of action. He had 
every opportunity to return to the 
Cuban service with high rank, but 
preferred to light under the stars 
and stripes and enlisted again as a 
private in the United States cav- 
alry.. Ho married a daughter of 
the late Johu Flake, the historian*

Prlde'B Olga 4tli Has All tlie Points 
of a Milk Producer. 

At tbe recent stock show at tbe Pan- 
American exposition there was a very 
large exhibit of aged Jersey cows. 
Some of tbe finest cattle in the coun¬ 
try were brought in competition for 
tbe prizes, says New England Home¬ 
stead. First prize was awarded to 
Pride’s Olga 4th (90,807), owned by 
Charles A. Sweet. 

She is a remarkable animal and em¬ 
bodies most of the good points requir¬ 
ed for a typical cow of her class, as 
shown in the illustration. She is large 
and solid, of a dark fawn color, with 



rEllFECTIY BAXjANCED udder. 
an enormous, well formed and perfect¬ 
ly balanced udder, large tortuous milk 
veins, great barrel, slim neck, dish 
face, incurving horns and keen but 
gentle eyes. 1 

As a two-year-old she gave 242% 
pounds of milk and made 15 pounds 2 
ounces of butter in seven days* Just 
before entering the contest at the Pan- 
American she made for one day a milk 
record of 05% pounds, seven days 447 
pounds 2 ounces and in thirty-one days 
1,941 pounds 14 ounces, in 113 days 
6,359 pounds* Previous to her last calf, 
May 10, she' gave 12,000 pounds of 
milk in eleven months. Pride’s Olga 
4th was born Aug. 2, 1893. She was 
sired by Melia Ann’s Stoke Pogis 
(23,042). Her dam was Pride’s Olga 
(37.1S6). who has six tested daughters 
and another to be tested soon. 


Grain For Dniry Coirs. 

Under this head may be classed the 
cereals and their byproducts and cer¬ 
tain other seed, as cottonseed, flaxseed, 
etc., says D, W. May in American Ag¬ 
riculturist. Of the grain feeds corn 
is the more universal. The New Jer¬ 
sey station estimated that the feeding 
value of a ton of corn -is $2 greater 
when. fed in the form of meal than 
When fed whole, deduction being made 
for the additional cost of husking and 
grinding. Determinations showed that 
57.3 per cent of the corn fed on the 
ear passed through the animal undi¬ 
gested. At the Pennsylvania station 
the feeding value of the corn was 
about one-fifth greater than that of 
bran as an exclusive grain diet for the 
production of butter fat. At the Ohio 
station cows on corn meal produce 
slightly more milk for the food con¬ 
sumed than those on bran and linseed 
meal, Those on the latter ration pro¬ 
duced milk With the largest fat con¬ 
tent, but this may have been a matter 
of Individuality, as the grain ration 
Was not changed. 


HoW Mneh Grain, 

The amount of grain fed should vary 
With the individuality of the cows, says 
Professor D, II. Otis. A cow giving 
thirty-five to forty pounds Of milk dally 
will need from twelve to fifteen pounds 
per day, While a cow giving fifteen to 
twenty pounds of milk Will probably 
not need over six to eight pounds of 
grain. The amount of grain should 
Vary With the yield of milk. Give the 
cows all the grain they Will consume at 
a profit, 

Large and Small <jown. 

In the butter dairy what is Wanted 
IS as little water in the milk and just 
as much butter fat as possible, and, 
all things .considered, a small cow Will 
insWet this purpose as Well as a large 
one. But When the milk is to be sold, 
especially by the gallon, the quantity 
Is of more importance than the quality, 
and usually a rather largo cow will be 
found more desirable when milk is the 
abject to be gained.

RICH INDIAN BABIES. 

Children Who Have Been Given 
Land by the Government. 

Of the 500 or more Indian babies of 
the. Kiowa, Comanche, Apache, Wich¬ 
ita and Gaddo tribes of the southwest, 
mostly all of whom now live in Okla¬ 
homa, not one can be called poor. They 
have been given a quarter section Of 
land each and made citizens of tha 
United States. When the Kiowa-Oo- 
manche country was opened to white 
settlement on Aug. 6, 1901, these chil¬ 
dren, along with their parents, were 
each given their allotment of land, 
which comprises 1G0 acres of their 
own choice anywhere in the country: 
The parents were allowed to take the- 
land for them, but the title remains* 
vested in the youngsters themselves, 
so the parents, no matter how eager 
may be their desire to* convert these 
farms into cash and squander that, 
cannot do so. - These children are all 
assured of a tract of land that will be 
quite valuable when they have attain¬ 
ed their majority. 

One little girl, whose picture accom¬ 
panies this article, is worth $20,000 in 
her own right. She is Kiowa Annie by 
name, and hey farm lies near the new 
town of Hobart, in the rich Wachita 
valley. Her father by chance selected 
this farm for his daughter, not know¬ 
ing that the home seekers, when they 
came in, would choose to erect a town* 
near it. But the farm is there, and 
the town is growing. By the time Ki¬ 
owa Annie reaches her majority she 
can lay her farm out into town lots

and realize a fortune from the sale of 
them. She is now four years old and 
is being sent to the government schools 
at Darlington. 

These little girls are for the most 
part quick to learn and when sent 
away to the 'government schools learn 
rapidly. The children of all these 
tribes have to be sent to the govern¬ 
ment schools, according to the laws 
governing them. The teachers at once 
dress them In little White gingham 
dresses arid remove the leather dresses 
and moccasins of the redskin. They 
are robbed of their long Indian names 
and called by shorter ones of the teach* 
er’s own make. 

If they are apt to learn, and most 
are, they complete the common school- 
course in six or seven years and an 
then sent east to the government 
schools, where the higher branches an 
taught. 

In tepee life the Indian baby is unique* 
It Is given nothing to play With except 
the toads that hop about the tope, 
doors. It has no piftymttteft except 
those of Its OWn relation, and it re¬ 
ceives hut few caresses from Us par¬ 
ents, The squaw mother is in the bab* 
It of putting her baby to bed at dark 
They sleep In little sacks, open for a- 
breathing place. Then she goes away tt, 
ft dance or something of that nature' 
leaving the child to its own resources 
If It cries, uo one comes to soothe it, s« 
it has learned to go to sleep without it 
And so crying has come to be almost 
unknown among these children.—W. Rj 
Draper lii NeW York Herald,
